ng About tb« MB» Wm* !• to B* 


Richard Olney, who is now in all 


probability to be advanced to tbe first 
plsc* in President Cleveland's cabinet, 
hi* won this distinction by the able 
service h* has thus far rendered the 
•resident on all tbe more important 
questions tbat have engaged public at- 
tention since the present administration 
began. 


Daring the great strike at Chicago Mr. 


Olney's services were particularly nota- 
bl«. He developed each stop that the 
Government authorities took, and Presi- 
dent Cleveland was so fully convinced 
of the wisdom of tbe proposed policy 
that be gave it thorough support and 
execution. In this question Mr. Olney 
was impelled by a desire to suppress dis- 
order. He had shown in another case 
his siucero respect for tbe rights of 
labor. This was in a case of the Bead- 
ing railroad, which sought to compel 
<one of its employes to either sever his 
connection with a railway beneficial or- 
ganization or the company's service. 


Although tbe government had no di- 


rect interest in the case, Mr. Olney se- 
cured the permission of the court to pre- 
sent a brief in behalf of the employe, in 
which he held that tbe proposed action 
of the company was against justice and 
right. Tho brief was marked by a vig- 
orous defense of the rights of labor to or- 
ganize in any way it saw fit for advanc- 
ing its interests, so long as the same were 
pescefiil aud within the law. 


The new secretary of state comes from 


•tardy Puritan stock. 
His ancestor, 


Thomas Olney, came from England and 
settled in Saltern, Mass., in 1785. 
The 


f»ther of Richard Olney owned and 
ftumuged the cotton mills at Oxford, and 
also engaged in banking. 
His mother 


was a Si ^ourney, and descended from the 
French Bugenots, who fled from France 
to this country. 


The new secretary of state was gradu- 


ated from Brown university in 1856, aud 
from the Harvard law school in 1858. 
He married Ajtnes, daughter of Judge 
Benjamin F. Thouids, with whom be 
studied law. They have lived of late 
years at Boston, with summer homes 
near Buzzard's Bay and Gray Gables, the 
summer residence of the president. 


Mr. Oluey is a gentleman of fineliter- 


. try attainments and taste*. Although 
a clobe student, he is a lover of outdoor 
sports, aud is a good horseman, an en- 
thusiastic tennis player aud a skillful 
•ngler. He if a man of medium height 
and robust form, and in general appear- 
»nce he conveys the impression of intense 
vitality and physical endurance beyond 
that of any man who bac occupied the 
position of secretary of »cate in recent 
years. His face is strong, keen and in- 
tellectual. Though bis manner is some- 
what reserved and austere, he unbends 
wtdily to the approaches of intimate 


Mr. Olney has served one term in the 


state legislature of Massachusetts. In 
politics he is an old-time Democrat, but 
he was unable to support Butler for gov- 
ernor. He did not take a prominent part 
in the last presidential campaign, but 
'rendered «£factive service to Mr. Cleve- 
land in an unobtrusive manner. 


Aa a lawyer Mr. Olney'B success has 


wen that of a counsellor rather than 
th»t of an advocate. He is regarded as 
s masterly exponent of tie law, reiving 
upon conciseness of expression and clear- 
ness of statement rather than upon pure- 
ly rhetorical effort for the succeed of his 
efforts.

(he agricultural department that there is 
no truth in the published report* that 
the pork examined microscopically for 
export to Germany and Franca and found 
to contain tricbime is stamped by the 
inspectors as fre« from disease and so 
transported and sold in interstate com- 
merce trade. 


Early in February Secretary Morton 


ordered all pork examined microscopi- 
cally and that found to be affected with 
trichinosis, tanked, but later it was de- 
cided that tbe present law did not give 
tbe secretary this authority. The in- 
forcemeut of the order was therefore 
postponed until July 1, when the new 
law goea into effect. 


It is doubtful, however, whether the 


new law will give him power to cause 
the destruction of pork affected with 
triehiuaj. 
It only authorize* the secre- 


tary to wake snch regulations as he may 
deem necessary to prevent tbe shipment 
of condemned carcasses from one state 
to another, and doss not specifically give 
him jurisdiction over pork examined 
for trichina* and condemned to prevent 
its sale in the local market of tbe piace 
where it is examined. 


The local authorities alone can not 


effect this unless the secretary secures 
from the shippers of pork to Germany 
and France (the countries requiring the 
inspection for trichime) voluntary agree- 
ments, such as have been made with 
shippers of beef, mutton, etc., by which 
tbe latter agaee to tank such carcasses 
as do not pass the federal inspection. If 
such a retrulHtion i* put in force, how- 
ever, it is ftmivd that the pork exporta- 
tion to Gernmuv and France will cease. 


"The percentage of port affected with 


trichinosis is so large, said Mr. Salmon, 
"that if all the carcasses found to bu af- 
fected weut to the rendering vats, the 
shippers' profits would all disappear." 


The amount of pork exported to Ger- 


many and France averages from 5,000,- 
000 to 7,000,000 pounds monthly.

A new business or profession has 


grovni tip recently. It is that of writing 
advertisements for the newspaper and 
periodical press. "Ad. smiths" theyaro 
often called iu New York, where they 
chiefly flourish and abound, and sonio 
of their 1,1 oducts have the appearance 
of having been forged with a hammer 
and cut off with a cold^chiseL 


The essentials of a good advertise- 


ment ate brevity, simplicity and truth. 
That which the advertiser desires to sell 
aud the location of his business should 
be given the most proruiuence, arid it is 
a good idea to quote prices. 
As a rule 


minute descriptions of goods advertised 
are unnecessary. The retail buyer espe- 
cially is not familiar with technical 
trade terms. 


The trouble with Eome of the so called 


"ad. smiths" is a tendency to exploit 
themselves rather than the goods they 
advertise. 
Usually the best results of 


advertising are secured when the adver- 
tiser leaves the question of space and 
matter to the editor or business mana- 
ger of the medium he is to use, for they 
are interested With him iu securing the

The Escnrial, built by Philip H be- 


tweeu 15C3 and 15b-t, was called "the 
eighth wonder of the world," says a 
Kpecial correspondent of the Boston Her- 
ald. It was at o-ice a temple, a palace, 
a treasury, a tomb aud a museum. That 
is to say, all these were included in the 
jmge building which Philip erected on 
the slope of a spur of the Guadarama 
range, 33 miles northwest of Madrid. 
The builder's object was to carry out the 
will of his father, Charles V, by con- 
structing a royal burial place, and also 
to fulfill a vow he had made during the 
battle of St. Qneutin, when he im- 
plored the aid of St. Lorenzo, on whose 
day (Aug. 10, 1557) the battle was 
fought 


The edifice stands about 3,000 feet 


above the sea, facing the mountains,with 
its back toward Madrid. It is a rectangu- 
lar parallelogram, 740 feet from north to 
south, and 580 from east to west. On 
the eas>t side is an advanced portico 
which breaks the facade. This gave rise 
to tha vulgar impression that Philip's 
idea was to make the building in the 
shape of a gridiron, an allusion to the 
manner of St. Lorenzo's martyrdom, he 
having beea broiled to death on a slow 
fire in the reigu of the Roman Emperor 
Valeutianns, A. D. 261. There seems 
to be no other ground for the fanciful 
invention. 


Tho building covers 500,000 square 


feet of land, or nearly 12 acres. It h.is 
1C courtyards, &C staircases, 15 clois- j 
ters, 88 fountains and 8,000 feot of paint- 
ed fresco. The church, which occupies 
less than a sixth of the whole space, is 
320 feet long, 230 feet wide and 320 feet 
high to the top of the cupola. The re- 
deeming qualities of the enormous struc- 
ture are size, simplicity and situation. 
It seems to bo a part of the mountain on 
the slope of which it rises. It still looks 
grand even among mountain buttresses, j 
Otherwise, it disappoints. Its architec- j 
ture has little in form or color to com- j 
mend it 
It lacks the prestige of antiq-1 


city, and it does not express any reli-! 
gious sentiment It might be a v;ust man- 
ufactory. Its cold granite walls, blue 
slates, leaden roofs and small windows 
give it a commonplace appearance. 


Of course it is now little more than 


a skeleton of what it was. Tho living 
monks who swarmed in its courts are 
here no longer. The revenues on which 
they lived have been taken away. 
The 


French soldiers stole and carried away 
many of its golden ornaments in 1808. 
Its best pictures have been removed to 
Madrid. The building has suflered from 
neglect, exposed to hurricanes and win- 
ter snows. 
Better care has been taken 


of it in later years 
It is now used as a 


seminary, where about 200 youths re- 
ceive a becuiar education.

pby grouting unless the MurpLy peo- 
ple will consent to let them place it 
in the pavement themselves, and tbe 
Murphy people refuse to let anyone 
use their grouting unless it is pre- 
pared and used by theii own em- 
ployes. 


Some of the councilmen are of the 


opinion, however, that if they refuse 
to adopt the asphalt filler, Coleman 
& Hallwood will consent to use the 
Murphy grouting and will guarantee 
the pavement with that filler rather 
than use sand, which is called for 
under the present contract. 


The laying of brick was commenced 


yesterday, and unless a quorum is se- 
cured to-night and a new filler 
adopted, the contractors will either 
have to use sand or delay the work 
until next Monday night.

The o(H«er«, agents and majority 


member* of the city council of Lima, 
Ohio, do not «e«m to know, or tf they 
know they do not care, how tbe 
money of tbe people i« disposed of. 
if they will look at Section lot* of 
the Revised Statutes of Ohio they 
will tiod that- "No contract, agree- 
ment or obligation shall be entered 
into eicept by an ordinance or resolu- 
tion of tbe Council, nor any appropri- 
ation of money fur any purpose be 
made eicept by an ordinance. Every 
ordinance for appropriating money 
*h»U contain an explicit statement of 
the use and purpose for which the 
appropriation is made; the power or 
authority to make » contract , agree- 
ment or obligation, to bind the corpo- 
ration or make an appropriation, 
shall not be delegated; and every 
contract, agreement or obligation of 
money made contrary to the provis- 
ions of this section shall be void 
against tbe corporation." 


Section 1676 says: "The Council 


shall have the management and con- 
<rol of the finances and property of 
the corporation." 


Section 1782: "In municipal cor- 


porations that have a street commis- 
sioner and civil engineer, these offi- 
cers shall perform tbe duties pre- 
scribed by this title and such other 
duties not incompatible with the na- 
ture of their offices, a* tbe council 
may bv ordinance require; and each 
shall receive such compensation for 
his services by fees or salary or both, 
as may be provided by ordinance," 


Au "officer or agent of a corporation 


— i. e-, the City of Lima, Ohio- 
shall not make any contract purport- 
ing to bind the corporation to pay 
any sum of money not previously ap- 
propriated for the purpose. If he 
attempts to do so, he is personally 
liable thereon and the corporation is 
not liable. 


Section 1777 provides that the 


City Solicitor on his own motion 
shall apply in the name of tbe cor- 
poration, i. e., The City of Linda, to 
a court of competent jurisdiction for 
an order or injunction to restrain the 
misapplication of the funds of the 
corporation. Coming back to what 
occurred at the council last Monday 
evening every dollar of the fifty three 
hundred 
dollars that pasted tbe 


finance committee, save and except 
the fees of the office holders provided 
for by ordinance was a misapplication 
of the funds of the corporation and 
yet this bill went through by a 
strictly party vote. Before this vote 
was taken they were told it was 
illegal and void and one of the finance 
committee in the meeting admitted 
that "1700 of these claims were un- 
just and that they ought not to 
pay," 
yet tbe whole batch went 


through without a nay vote by the 
Republican 
members of the city 


council and with much eclat. 


In view of the above we ask the 


taxpayers of Lima what they think 
of this kind of work? Are they will- 
ing to stand still and see the money 
of the peopie taken out of the city 
treasury in this way? Every one 
knows that the money gets iuto the 
city treasury under the forms of the 
law, it is taken from the tax payers 
of Lima and this includes every man, 
woman and child in the corporation, 
and after it gets in there by these 
forms of the law it should be taken 
out in no other way. 


On behalf of the taxpayers of Lima 


we demand that all monies illegally 
taken out of tbe city treasury be 
covered back and that the office hold- 
ers of the city of Lima see that this 
is done, and that, too, promptly

ing, but did not enter a plea to the 
charge, and will not do so perhaps 
until to-morrow. It is quite proba- 
ble, however, that he will fight the 
case.

The total decrease in the levies for 


county purposes is 1.40 mills. There 
Is a decrease of .5 in the road fund, 
.4 in the building fund, .1 in the 
Children's Home fund, .1 in the ditch 
fund and .4 in the county debt 
fund. 
The 
only 
fund 
which 


is 
increased 
is 
that 
for 


the relief of indeent soldiers. It 
was deemed expedient by the board 
to increase the fund for the benefit 
of these worthy veterans of the war, 
who have been unfortunate enough 
to require public assistance. This 
action of the county commissioners 
for the benefit of these veterans fa in 
striking contrast with that of Jim 
Smiley and the Republican council- 
men who turned policeman Kennedy 
out of the police force because he was 
a pensioner. . 


The policy of the county adminis- 


tration has been to keep the county 
levy as low as possible, consistent 
with the proper execution fit such 
public work as was demanded by the 
people. The county debt has been 
reduced to such an extent that the 
levy for the public debt has been re- 
duced to * mill and next season may 
be wiped out entirely. 
The county 


will then be absolutely out of debt. 


Compare this with Lima under tbe 


present reckless Republican admin- 
istration. With a bonded and float- 
ing indebtedness

burdens—the public square paving 
job alone adding $25,000 to our bond- 
ed debt. And in order to obtain 
money in order to gratify the reck- 
less extravagance they deliberately 
add to the tax levy for every pur- 
pose. In order to shield themselves 
and deceive the public, they omitted 
one item from the levy altogether. 
But next year they will impose a 
double portion to make up for the 
shortage of this omission. 


It is intimated that the School 


Board contemplates another iniquity 
in the imposition of additional tax 
levies. They should think twice be- 
fore doing so. The money they took 
out of the pockets of the peopie last 
year to be used for a general increase 
of salaries and wages and for general 
extravagance was paid with reluct- 
ance, and anothei such act will be 
resented in a substantial manner.
